Subject: — Import policy for certain items for the period October, 1960— March, 
1961. 

No. 137-ITC(PN)/60.—Attention of the importers is invited to the import policy 
announced in the Red Book for October, 1960—March, 1961 period. It was 
mentioned against certain items that the policy for them would be announced 
later. The policy in respect of some of these items has now been finalised and 
is hereby announced as detailed in Annexure to this Public Notice. The order 
followed in this Annexure is the same aa adopted in Section II of the current Red 
Book. 

2. Applications for quota and Actual user licences should be submitted in the 
prescribed form and manner to the licensing authorities concerned within the 
prescribed dates mentioned in para 14 of Section I of the current Red Book. 

3. The Import policy for the remaining items will be announced separately.

Machine Tools 

The following changes may be deemed to have been made in Appendix 11 to 
the current Red Book:—■ 

(i) The following para may be substituted for existing para 3 of Appendix 11 
to the current Red Book;— 

“Machine tools other than those mentioned In Schedule ‘B’ to this Appendix 
and also excluding those mentioned in para 5 below will be licensed 
to Established Importers on the basis of a quota of 20 per cent Gen, 
and 20 per cent Soft. Licences issued on sort currency area will also 
be valid from the dollar area. Licences granted to the Established 
Importers during the current half year would be valid for import of 
complete machine tools only to the extent of 92 per cent of their face 
value. The balance 8 per cent, could only be utilised for imports of 
such spares as may be specifically authorised by the Development 
Officer (Tools). No application for additional licences for import of 
spares from Established Importers wall be considered. It is expected 
that importers will stock sufficient spares for the machine tools to 
keep the machines supplied by them running. Such of the importers 
as are desirous to utilise a portion of their machine tool quotas for 
import of cutting tools classifiable under Serial No. 20(1), 20(2) of 
Part II and precision and measuring tools classifiable imder Serial 
No. 21 of Part II may submit one consolidated application in quadrupli¬ 
cate addressed to the Chief Controller of Imports anti Exports 
in the prescribed form through the Development Officer (Tools). 
Issue of licences for such Items will be at the discretion of the 
licensing authority. Tire value for the tools so allowed will be 
accounted against the 92 per cent, value meant for importing com- 

E ’ ' ! machines described above. Import of such of these cutting 
and precision tools as are restricted or banned for import will 
not be licensed under the Scheme.” 

(11) The following new para may be inserted as para 4 in Appendix II to the 
current Red Book:— 

“Applications from established importers for machine tools should be sub¬ 
mitted in quadruplicate on the proper form shown in Appendix 6 
along with a Treasury Receipt of the requisite amount specified else¬ 
where. They may obtain a copy of the Code Book known as 
‘Standard Classification of Machine Tools Types’ from the agents of 
Government publications to enable them to fill in the Code No. 
against item 14 provided in the application form”. 

(ill) The existing para 4 may be renumbere.d as para B and may be substituted

“Established Importers will not be given import licences for the import of

(v) The following new para may be inserted as para 7 in Appendix 11 to the 
current Red Book;— 

“Established Importers will not submit more thani one application per 
month for each port for import of machine tools. For spares not 
more than one application per month will be entertained”. 

(vi) The existing paras 6, 7, 8 and 9 may be renumered as 8, 9, 10 and 11 
respectively. 

(vll) The existing para 10 in Appendix 11 to the current Red Book may be 
renumbered as 12 and substituted by the following para:—■ 

“All Application whether by established importers or by actual users should 
contain as far as possible full descriptive details of the machine tools 
desired to be imported together with c.i.f. value of such item sepa¬ 
rately, Descriptive catalogues, if available, should be sent along with 
the application”. 

(viii) The existing paras 11, 12, 13, 14, 16 and 10 may be renumbered as 13, 14, 
15, 16, 17 and 18 respectively. 

(ix) The existing para 17 may be renumbered as 19 and may be substituted 
by the following para:— 

"The last date for submission of applications from Actual Users and 
Established Importers on behalf of Actual Users will be the 15th 
February, 1961. The last date for submission of applications from 
Established Importers will be the 31st December, 1060’*.
